had 4.9 persons; but in 1900 the figure 
had dropped to 4.7. In 1910 it dropped 
further to 4.5; and fell again in 1920 
to 4.3. 


The 1940 Census shows that simul- 


taneously with the smallest popula- 
tion percentage growth in our history 
—7.2 per cent— the 1930-40 period also 
showed the sharpest drop in the num- 
ber of persons per family, throe-tenths 
person, as against only two-tenths foi 
each 10-year period between 1890 and 
1930. 


Commenting on this significant de- 


velopment in American life, Director 
William Lane Austin of the Bureau of 
the Census, says: 


"The decrease in the size of 


families in the United States, even 
though it has been persistent and 
fairly rapid, has for some reason 
not received as much attention in 
the interpretation of population 
changes as it deserves. For many 
users of population statistics, the 
number of families is more direct- 
ly significant than the total popula- 
tion, since each new family is, for 
example, a potential purchaser or 
renter of a home or dwelling unit. 
Under favorable economic con- 
ditions a large proportion of this 
potenti.il demand will result in the 
purchase or rental of additional 
homes—perhaps representing, in 
some cases, the undoubling into sep- 
arate dwelling units of two or more 
families previously living in one 
unit. It is evident that the increase 
in the number of families is of 
paramount importance as an indi- 
cation of prospective demand,1' not 
only to the construction and build- 
ing material industries and to 
banks and other institutions in- 
terested in home financing, but al- 
so to many other Hues of business 
concerned with supplying house- 
hold needs."

New Method to

Test Chutes 


Slow-Motion 
Movies Used to 
Record Opening 


A new method of testing parachut- 


es by vising slow-motion movies to re- 
cord the way they open out in use 
is now being empliyed with great suc- 
cess by the Pioneer Parachute Com- 
pany, of Manchester. Connecticut. New 
Ways of packing 'chutes and certain 
structural improvements have already 
been developed as a result of th 
testing system. 


The_ motion pictures are made fron 


the rigging of a testing tower whicl 
has been built on a hillside a few mile 
from the parachute plant. From thi 
tower, which is fifty feet high, a dum- 
my equiped with a parachute pack 
is whirled around at speeds of from 
70 to 300-miles an hour. Power for 
this is supplied by a 320 horsepowei 
dlesel engine. 


When the whirling dummy attains 


the proper speed the parachute is 
automoticnlly released, and parachute 
and dummy float to earth. However, 
to visualize exactly what 
happens 


from the time the parachute is re- 
leased, motion pictures are necessary 
since the eye cannot follow the rapid 
action. To record this action a special- 
ly built motion picture camera ope- 
rates on the rigging of the tower, 
moving . with the boom as it spins 
around. 


This slow-motion movie record has 


brought to light many enlightening 
facts. An improvised pilot 'chute was 
developed from this. Packing of the 
maun canopy of the parachute was 
also changed because of the studies 
made possible. By means of the new 
packing, it is virtually impossible for 
the skirt of the canopy to be tilt- 
ed upin opening. 


The Inventor of the new testing sys- 


tem is Floyd Smith, who fias been 
called "the father of the parachute" 
Acording to Mr. Smith, the testing 
power and slow-motion movies will 
permit rapid strides in the develop- 
mest of parachutes, not only for in- 
dividual use but for the safe drop- 
ping of heavy bodies.

Defies Trends 


Legendary Role 
Broken as Trend 
Lowest in Years

NEW YORK -m— The stock mar- 


ket in 1940 stepped out of its legen- 
dary role as the advance °uard of 
business swings and slugishly" brought 
up the rear as industrial barometers 
soared to the highest levels in more 
than a decade. 


In contrast with the fast climb in de- 


fense-stimulated industry in the final 
half of the year, share prices recovered 
only partially from a sharp spring de- 
cline. Most of the year, the market 
ranged over a narrow area and the ebb 
.ide in speculation reduced dealings to 
the smallest volume in nearly two 
decades. 


f The net result was a moderately 
lower levej. of prices, although many 
individual stocks emerged with gains, 
particularly those representative 
of 


busy war industry.
